The school committee Tuesday night 
decided to exert their leadership and pre- 
sent a smorgasbord of building alter- 
natives to town meeting in May. 

They dropped renovation of East Jr. 
High as an alternative, in light of late 
word that the state wouldn’t help fund 
such a project, and, armed with revised 
population figures, recommended a 
scaled-down version of an earlier plan. 

They went on record in favor of a new 
East Jr. High, modifications at West Jr. 
High, and an auditorium and internal 
modifications at the high school, with no 
classroom addition there. 

Accordingly, they asked the school 
building committee, which is ultimately in 
charge of building plans, to withdraw the 
four advisory questions from Article 15 of 
the Town Warrant, and substitute one 
question which ‘‘addresses the town’s con- 
cerns regarding the fate of East Jr. 
High.”’ 

The school committee is already on 


record in favor of the East site for a new 
junior high only if the old one is torn down, 
so a “‘save East’’ vote by town meeting 
would mean looking elsewhere for new 
construction. 

A building committee spokesman said 
he could not guarantee his group would 
make the changes on the warrant, but did 
say there has been some sentiment on the 
committee to amend Article 15, in keeping 
with questions raised recently by the com- 
munity. 

In any case, a note will be included in 
the FinCom Report that Article 15 will 
probably be substantially amended on the 
floor of town meeting. Deadline for the 
report was yesterday. . 

The school committee also agreed, for 
planning purposes, on a capacity of 750 
pupils at a new Hast Jr. High, 600 at a 
modified West, and 1250 pupils at the An- 
dover High — down from 700 at West and

Anthony J. Torrisi, a Lawrence native, 
has been named to the new position of 
director of finance and budget which 
eliminates the post of assistant town 
manager. 

Torrisi will begin his new duties on May 
7, with Assistant Town Manager Sheldon 
S. Cohen terminating his service here on 
May 4. 

Cohen said this week he would be com- 
pleting his work the first week in May and 
has nothing specific in mind at this time 
but is looking at different positions 
available in the Boston area. 

The new department was created by 
Town Manager Jared S, A. Clark at the 
request of selectmen to reorganize the 
town following his appointment a year 
ago. 

The department of finance and budget 
which will co-ordinate the efforts of the 
accountant, collector-treasurer and 
assessors departments, was the last of 
three major alterations in the town’s ad- 
ministrative structure. First was the 
department of community development 
and planning aimed at meeting the 
demands of the town’s growth. Next was 


the department of community services to 
co-ordinate the efforts of the 
recreation/community schools and elderly 
affairs. 

Clark said that the new department and 
the appointment of Torrisi will bring to 
the town some strong expertise in 
municipal finance and in program 
budgeting. With a significant investment 
in data processing machinery, it will be 
necessary to develop programs for the 
sophisticated machinery to provide the 
town with the financial data it needs to 
manage effectively, Clark noted. 

Torrisi has had considerable experience 
in developing programming in Danvers 
and Worcester where he is currently 
employed. 

Abolishing of the assistant town 
manager position was a difficult decision, 
Clark said, but problems in the areas of 
growth management and financial 
management in Andover are now beyond a 
single individual. 

He said Cohen had served the town well 
for six years as,'aSsistant town manager

Tenured Teachers To Get 


Andover’s tenured teachers will be 
receiving their contracts for next year 
after all. 

The school committee voted two weeks 
ago to notify them by the April 15 deadline 
that they wouldn’t be rehired until the un- 
certanties of the tax cap and budget were 
resolved. 

But, Sept. Kenneth R. Seifert reported 
Tuesday night that members of the 
Massachusetts Teachers Association, the 
Andover Education Association and ad- 
ministrators, meeting to ‘‘reduce anx- 
iety’’ among the staff, had agreed on a 
process to follow in the event the monies 
necessary for the salaries aren’t 
forthcoming. 

The school committee went along with 
the idea, providing they were covered by 
agreement in writing. 


In other personnel action Tuesday, the 
committee accepted two retirements and 
three resignations, and approved three ap- 
pointments plus a host of spring term 
coaches. 

Seifert noted that the shoes of Suzanne 
Coates, foreign language department head 
at East Jr. High, and Ansi DeCesare, who 
teaches English at West Jr. High, would 
be particularly hard to fill once they retire 
at the end of the school year. 

He said he couldn’t think of another 
teacher he’d rather see teaching capable 
students than Mrs. Coates, and. said her 
retirement would leave a ‘“‘tremendous 
void”’ in the foreign language department. 
She has been a French teacher in Andover 
since 1962, and department head since 
1968. 

Seifert said Mrs. DeCesare represented 
a page out of ‘Profiles in Courage.”’

three primary benefits: not only would the 
program differentiate between those with

A. K. Thomas, Lawrence 
Businessman Succumbs 


Austin K. Thomas, 75, one of the area’s - 


best known businessmen who once was 
offered the U.S. Army Air Force commis- 
sion at the suggestion of Col. Charles A. 
Lindberg, died Saturday night. 

The owner of the A. K. Thomas Com- 
pany has been in ailing health for some 
time and was a patient at the Mary Im- 
maculate Nursing Home. 

A resident of Andover for the past 35 
years at 394 Lowell St., he was a member 
of the board of trustees. 

Thomas was well-known for his involve- 
ment in the early days of Lawrence’s in- 
itial urban renewal programs which dis- 
placed his first office supply showrooms 
then located on Common Street. 

He purchased and renovated the 
building which previously had housed 
Nelson’s Five and Ten Cent Store at the 
corner of Essex and Franklin streets 
where the business he launched in May 
1948, is now located. 

In the late 1920’s, Thomas was offered 
the United States Army Air Force Com- 
mission at Colonel Lindberg’s suggestion 
not long after the ‘‘Lone Eagle’ made his 
history-making solo New York-to-Paris 
flight in 1927 that made the 25-year-old 
mail pilot an American folk hero. 

Thomas, working in Portland at the 
time as head of Remington Rand Com- 
pany’s Maine plant, and a summer “‘gyp- 
sy”’ pilot flying out of Old Orchard Beach, 
made acquaintance with Lindberg when 
he guided him out of a fog bank to an 
emergency landing on the beach after he 
was unable to land in Portland where he 
was to be honored at a civic banquet. 

As Lindberg got into the plane the 
following day, Thomas recalled, he turned 
and said: ‘‘You’ll be hearing from me.” 
Two months later, an Army lieutenant 
colonel came to Portland at Lindberg’s 
request and offered the commission. 
Thomas rejected the commission, preferr- 
ing instead to continue his employment. 

The Andover resident, born in Harpoot, 
Armenia, Jan. 4, 1904, came to this coun- 
try when he was seven years old. He made

his home in Boston before moving to the 
suburban community.

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AFS Seeks Host Families For School Year 


The Andover chapter of AFS (American 
Field Service), is currently seeking host 
families for two foreign students whom 
the chapter would like to place in town 
starting in late summer of this year and 
running until late June, 1980. 

The students, usually highschool seniors 
or recent graduates of secondary schools 
in their own countries, would be spending 
the academic year at either Andover High 
or Phillips Academy. The experience here 
in Andover is intended to provide the 
young man or woman with a good sense of 
American family life, with an appropriate 
part in an American school, and with an 
understanding of the local and regional 
areas as representative of American 
culture. 


National AFS attempts to match host 
families with students having similar in- 
terests and personsality traits. The advan- 
tages of family participation include the 
sharing of significant experiences with 
someone from another nation and culture, 
the stimulation of meeting a new per- 
sonality and growing as a family together, 
the possibility of making life-long 
friendships and perhaps eventually 
visiting the student’s own country. The 
students coming to the U.S. have given 
evidence of talents and personal traits 
that will enable them to contribute to 
family-life and share their own ex- 
periences with those outside the family. 

An AFS family need not be one with 
teenagers at home, and even families with 
no children can provide suitable homelife 
for AFSers. Single-parent families also 
are encouraged to apply. The traits most 
valuable for host parents are a relaxed 
flexibility in dealing with teenagers and a 
willingness to encounter new perspectives 
on life. Students coming to the U.S. are 
usually age 18, and expect upon comple- 
tion of Itheir year in the U.S. to go on to 
college or university work. A minimal 
fluency in English is required for joining 
the program, and AFS schedules student 
arrivals in late July or early August so as

Action 
Criticized 


To Town Manager Jared S. A. Clark: 

As residents of the town and as parents 
of two children in the Andover schools, we 
can assure you that we sincerely deplore 
the vandalism that seems to be on the rise 
here. We can sympathize with Phillips 
Academy in its moves to create tighter 
security following the terrible devastation 
of its boats as well as with the public 
library which, we learned this week, has 
also suffered much vandalism of its 
property. 

What we cannot condone, however, is 
the arbitrary action through which the 
director of the library sought to impose a 
solution. Turning children (some of whom 
may have been vandals, many of whom 
were serious students seeking to work on 
their science projects) out into the cold 
rain with no prior warning that they had to 
have their library cards in order to enter 
except a sign posted in the lobby on Satur- 
day, is not a responsible move in our 
opinion! 

Until this time, we were totally unaware 
of the problems the library was having. In 
response to our inquiry, the library direc- 
tor told us that the schools had been 
notified a month earlier that the library 
was having trouble. Perhaps the schools 
should have taken this as an opportunity to 
discuss the issue of vandalism and of 
respect for the public and private proper- 
ty. Perhaps they still should. 

We did not receive a satisfactory reply 
as to why notification of the new policy 
was neither announced in the schools nor 
in the paper. If the director was afraid of 
bad publicity, then we fear she mis- 
calculated, for arbitrariness of this sort is 
not likely to win ourselves nor our friends 
to sympathy and support. It’s really to bad 
that the director did not try first appealing 
to the responsible adults and students of 
this community to enlist our energies 
toward a positive solution! Perhaps had 
she called a meeting to discuss the 
problem, she might have found some in 
the community, including kids, who would 
gladly have given some of their time to 
protect their public library. As it is, we 
fear that her “‘policing’” rather than 
democratic approach to the problem has 
simply alienated many of us. 

One final note. Andover has few places 
for kids to “thang out’’ after school. Most

teens do not like to go home right after 
school (and if our sports program is cut, 
the problem will be even worse).

Perhaps some of the money could be rais- 
ed by the kids themselves. We have seen 
this past Sunday (the CARE walka-thon) 
what the kids can do when their positive 
energies are mobilized — Let them 
walk/ride/dance for a center. But 
whatever we do, let’s try to gain their co- 
operation, not alienate them further.

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208 House Lots On The Tee 
For Country Club Area 


By Tim Greene 


The planning board previewed Tuesday 
night plans for a 208-home subdivision to 
be built on land formerly part of Andover 
Country Club, now owned by Yvon Cor- 
mier, a developer. 

‘In the period I’ve been here,’ DPW 
director Robert McQuade said, ‘‘I don’t

know of any project which has had more 
impact on the town than this could.” 

Paul Ferranti, of Lowell engineering 
firm Dana F. Perkins Associates, dis- 
played a tentative plan of the proposed 
subdivision and explained design con- 
siderations to the board. 


““We tried to utilize all the land we could 
in a conventional cluster arrangement and 
keep the golf course and not interrupt its 
operation,’”’ Ferranti said. 

“Mr. Cormier’s objective is to run the 
golf course and keep it as it is,” he said. 
However, he said he did not know how long 
Cormier plans to keep the golf course run- 
ning. 

According to the plan Ferranti showed 
the planning board, the 208 houses would 
be built without altering the golf course. 

The design of the housing lots shown to 
the board indicated that many of the lots 
will border the fairways of the course. 
There were several distinct groups of lots 
which Ferranti said can only be developed 
one at a time for economic. 


The section which Ferranti said Cor- 
mier wants to develop first is a 67-lot divi- 
sion on Lowell Street between Canterbury 
Street and Chandler Circle. Ferranti ask- 
ed if he could submit formal preliminary 
plans for that section. 

Patricia G. Curtin, vice-chairman of the 
board, objected. ‘‘I’d hate to see it done 
piecemeal,’’ she said. 


McQuade agreed. He said it was im- 
perative to address the development as a 
whole, to insure that water and sewerage 
lines can be planned efficiently. ‘‘Only by 
addressing the entire area can we weigh 
the total impact to the entire com- 
munity,’’ he said, 

David M. Erickson, chairman of the 
planning board, said he wants a 
preliminary plan submitted for the entire 
subdivision. He said the subdivision could 
be developed in sections, but he wanted to 
see a formal proposal for the entire pro- 
ject. . 

He said changes could be made later by 
the developer; but not ‘‘unilaterally.”’ 

McQuade ‘gaid -it}was important to con- 
sider the subdivision as a package, ‘‘and

Before We 
Get On Track 


The board of selectmen Monday night 
empowered the commuter rail study com- 
mittee to enter into limited negotiations 
for commuter train service from Andover 
to Boston. 

According to the authority given them 
by selectmen, the committee cannot enter 
into contractual agreements; any binding 
decision requires that town meeting ap- 
prove article 39 of the warrant. 

However, the committee can make 
clear the conditions which must be met 
before Andover will consider contracting 
for train service to Boston with the 
Merrimack Valley Regional Transit 
Authority (MVRTA). 


Thayer Warshaw, a member of the com- 
mittee, outlined to the selectmen points 
Andover will insist on in the negotiations. 

The cost of the rail service must be 
equalized across all communities using 
the service, he said. If costs were split ac- 
cording to ridership from each par- 
ticipating community, Andover would pay 
more than its share. He said he expected 
persons from other communities to use 
Andover stations as departure points. 

The renovation of stations must not be 
part of the bill split among the par- 
ticipants, Warshaw recommended. 
Haverhill and Methuen plan to spend $300,- 
000 on park and ride stations, he said. 
Sheldon Cohen estimated that Andover 
should not spend more than $100,000. 


Warshaw said the fiscal year of the rail 
system would be from October 1 to 
September 30; it cuts right across An- 
dover’s fiscal year. Andover should insist 
that the authority should not allocate its 
second year’s expenditures until An- 
dover’s first fiscal year is over, he said. 

He also suggested that Andover not par- 
ticipate in the proposed feeder bus service 
from Haverhill to Reading during off-peak 
hours. Andover already has Trombly 
Motor Coach service, he said, and does not 
need another bus service. 

Warshaw stressed that Andover, should

to remove the material, rather than re- 
questing a gravel-removal permit from 
the board of selectmen. 

Edward M. Harris, chairman of the 
board of selectmen and liaison to the plan- 
ning board, said the proposed subdivision 
will cause a problem for the schools by 
reversing declining enrollment trends. 

‘“We’re going to face a real problem 
there,’ Harris said, ‘‘I don’t know. The 
school department plans may not be worth 
much.”’ 

Ferranti said he would proceed with 
presenting formal preliminary plans for 
the subdivision so building can begin on 
the site as soon as posible.

A Wise Move Even 
In Haste 


Memorial Hall library officials have been criticized 
the past two weeks for taking an action forced upon 
them by vandalism, destruction and threats. 


Since a week ago Monday junior high and high school 
students have been compelled to present library cards 
in order to enter the library. Security guards have been 
assigned to the library to insure that the facility is used 
for what it is intended and not a social gathering place, 
or a location for vandalistic and destructive activity. 


Criticism mainly stems from the posting of the re- 
quisite for the library card on Saturday with enforce- 
ment beginning on Monday. 

Critics feel the students should have been forewarned 
and the reasons publicized. 

The critics may have some valid points, but, the ac- 
tion was necessary. The suddenness with which the ac- 
tion was taken and the stationing of the security guards 
was, to say the least attention getting and alerting the 
citizenry to a severe problem. 

While initially we felt the action a bit hasty, ad- 
ditional reports of activity which prompted the decision 
lead us to believe the decision a proper one. 

Needless to say that as usual the real losers in such an 
instance are the majority, since the security measures 
are aimed at the minority who continually caused dis- 
turbance and problems to the point where adult users of 
the library were refusing to advantage themselves of 
one of the town’s most important assets. 


During the past week the problem has been put in 
better focus through reports of a custodian having a 
knife thrown at him, prior to the security steps being 
taken. 

Loud and abusive language had been heaped upon the 
library staff as they attempted to curb the noise and dis- 
turbing actions of some youths. 


As mentioned a week ago in news accounts, books 
were slashed and pages removed from encyclopedias 
which will prove costly to replace. The cost will, in all 
probability, result in some other department or service 
at the library suffering. 

To be overly critical of the library officials taking the 
action they did seem a bit unfair. 

They may have been remiss in not bringing the 
problems to the public light in sufficient time, and quite 
possibly some notification could have been made 
through the schools a day or so prior to making posses- 
sion of a library card a requisite. . 


But what was accomplished was the startling realiza- 
tion to all that a severe problem existed. 

Some youngsters were inconvenienced to be sure — 
and unfortunately it was the good students who suf- 
fered. 

But something had to be done in order to return the 
library to those who appreciate its services. We think 
the action a wise move and will prove beneficial, even if 
it was a hasty one in the end.

WASHINGTON — People 
across the country have 
been helping us keep a 
watch on government 
waste. Following their 
tips, our staff has come up 
with these latest install- 
ments: 

e The National Highway 
Traffic Safety Administra- 
tion spent $120,000 to de- 
sign a safer motorcycle. 
There was only one prob- 
lem: The added safety fea- 
tures made the motorcycle 
almost impossible to oper- 
ate. 

e The Army recently de- 
veloped an adapter for the 
M-1i6 rifle so it would use 
less expensive ammuni- 
tion. A contractor pro- 
duced 10,000 conversion 
kits at a cost of $650,000. 
The kits, which were sup- 
posed to save 10 cents per 
bullet, were distributed to 
training camps throughout 
the Army. They’ve been in 
storage ever since. It 
seems the Army neglected 
to test the mechanisms and 
40 percent of them appar- 
ently don’t work. Now the 
brass hats have ordered 
59,000 new kits. 

e When the Army’s 
equipment breaks down, 
the manpower it takes to 
fix the broken parts often 
costs more than the parts 
themselves. Research at 
two Army depots uncov- 
ered more than $18 million 
in unnecessary labor costs 
in one year alone. 

e Slippery fingers also 
cost the government hun- 
dreds of thousands of dol- 
lars. According to one in- 
ternal survey, 48,000 pieces 
of government glassware 
are broken each year. 
These cost the taxpayers 
$127,000. Another $100,000

worth of glassware simply 
vanishes each year. 

e The General Services 
Administration recently 
spent $110,000 to build a 
small, prefabricated build- 
ing on the Canadian-Amer- 
ican border near Jackman, 
Maine. Inside the building 
is a hydraulic lift, which 
was designed to enable 
customs officials to search 
the undersides of suspi- 
cious cars. But today, two 


years after the building. 


was put up, it still has 
never been used. One vet- 
eran customs officer told 
us they didn’t need the 
building before it was 
built, and they don’t need it 
now. 


e Among the agencies 
that the taxpayers subsi- 
dize is an 11-member outfit 
called the Copyright Roy- 
alty Tribunal. We checked 
its budget. Among other 
items, the taxpayers pay a 
private firm $2,000 to wa- 
ter plants at the tribunal.

Mob Connection: The 
profits from pornographic 
movies, pictures and books 
are estimated at an incred- 
ible $4 billion a year. One 
film alone, ‘‘Deep Throat,”’ 
has grossed $50 million; it 
cost only $25,000 to make. 

This kind of easy money 
has attracted the mob. 
Confidential police files 
that we have reviewed re- 
veal that the pornography 
trade is controlled largely 
by organized crime. Phony 
names and dummy corpo- 
rations are used. But be-

hind them, according to 
police sources, are the 
crime bosses. 

In the New York area, 
for example, two Mafia 
families control the por- 
nography market. Police 
sources identified one as 
the Colombo family, the 
other as the DeCavalcante 
family. One member of the 
DeCavalcante family, a 
racketeer known as Robert 
Dibernardo, distributes 
most of the X-rated mate- 
rial in New York City. 

Pornographic cassettes, 
to cite just one item, are 
selling like hot cakes. They 
are now bringing in so 
much money that rival 
mobsters are battling over 
the business. This could 
lead to a new outbreak of 
gangland violence. 

Arty Airports: Commer- 
cial airline pilots have 
complained to us that the 
federal government is 
neglecting airport safety 
while squandering money 
on beautification projects. 

Just a few months ago, 
for example, some $200,000 
of the public’s money was 
spent to purchase art ob- 
jects and sculpture for the 
international airport in 
Atlanta, Ga. The funds 
were provided by the 
Transportation Depart- 
ment’s Airport Develop- 
ment Aid Program. 

According to Transpor- 
tation Secretary Brock 
Adams, the goal of the 
program is to provide a 
safe and efficient environ- 
ment for aircraft opera- 
tions. But the pilots claim 
that the money is being 
wasted on decorations 
while airports all over the 
country, including the At- 
lanta facility, are in need

Water Woes 
Nothing New 


From Spain to Turkey, in North Africa 
and especially in Italy, the remains of 
Roman aqueducts still march across the 
countryside, graceful reminders that the 
problems of water supply weren’t in- 
vented in the 20th Century. 

Sextus Julius Frontinus, who was ap- 
pointed curator aquarum, or water com- 
missinoer, for the City of Rome in 97 A.D., 
proudly boasted of the practical beauty of 
the Roman aqueducts compared to the 
useless monuments of Egypt and Greece. 
In his two books on the Roman water supp- 
ly, translated into English in 1896 by 
Clemens Hershel and reprinted in 1973 by 
the New England Waterworks Associa- 
tion, Frontinus gives a very complete pic- 
ture of Roman water supply proglems. 

The Romans faced some of the same 
troubles we face today: getting the water 
from where it is plentiful to where it is 

accounting for water system 
repairing and maintaining old, 


amount of water used, and even problems 
of pollution, particularly with lead pipes. 
They also used tile and clay pipes and, of 
course, the famous stone aqueducts. 
When Frontinus became water com- 
missioner, he made a hydraulic survey of 
the entire system. He learned that though 
the supply was plentiful at the source, 
much of the water was lost before it 
reached its destination. 
problem, he repaired the aqueducts, set up 
a regular maintenance schedule, and

sion to take water out through a hole of 
that size. Water could flow out of the hole 
continually. Obviously it was easy to have 
‘‘metering’’ problems, accidentally or in- 
tentionally. 

The modern world is still trying to cope 
with the intertwined problems of water 
quality, water supply, and water conser- 
vation. Modern industrial development 
has brought us pollution problems on a 
scale which the Roman world never had to 
face, but on the other hand we also have 
ways to tackle them that Sextus Julius 
Frontinus never dreamed of. Frontinus 
was eminently qualified for the job, but he 
just didn’t have the tools we have. 

When Frontinus did his field work, he 
had to bring along a retinue of eight or ten 
mathematicians to figure the amount of 
water going into and out of the system, us- 
ing huge tablets and the Roman numeral 
system, which not only was cumbersome 
in itself, but also lacked the concept of 
zero. Multiplication and division were a 
matter of sequential adding and subtrac- 
ting — in V’s and X’s, L’s and C’s. Tiny 
counting pebbles called calculi helped 
some, but they were far from being 
calculators in the modern sense of the 
word. 

Frontinus had some concept of water . 
pressure and realized that more water 
came out of a hole the same size if it were 
near the sea rather than in the mountains, 
but he had no way to figure out the 
difference. What Frontinus would have 
given for a simple hand calculator instead 
of a pile of pebbles — not to speak of 
algebra, a few basic laws of physics, or a 
computer!

1450 at the high school in earlier plans. 

They asked Supt. Kenneth R. Seifert to 
come up with ed specs in keeping with the 
revised population figures, and Seifert 
met with secondary administrators 
Wednesday morning. 

He said they could be back to the school 
committee with new ed specs by April 24. 
If approved by the school committee and 
the state School Building Assistance 
Bureau, they would go on to the building 
committee for revised designs. 

If all goes smoothly, Seifert said, they 
could go out to bid and be back to town 
meeting with specific building costs in the 
fall. 

School Chairman Elaine Viehmann 
presented the new plan along with two 
others Tuesday night, and Committeeman 
Casimir Kolaski was the first to take a 
stand. He said that if the state would not 
share the costs of a major renovation at 
East, ‘‘there is now no shceme which 
saves East as a junior high.”’ 

He suggested population impact changes 
be made in the other proposals and that 
they take a leadership position and present 
to the town ‘‘the plan we would like.” 

Committeeman Joseph Finn, who in- 
sisted on offering town meeting a choice of 
plans when the total price tag went up to 
$14 million last fall, said Tuesday a scaled 
down proposal of $10 to $11 million was 
more in line with the town meeting vote of 
a year ago, and that he no longer felt it 
necessary to go back to the town for an ad- 
visory opinion. 

Town Meeting last April okayed plan- 
ning funds for a $10 million renovation 
project at the three secondary schools, 
and expected the building group to come 
back with bids. When it appeared that 
renovation of East would cost more than a 
new building, the school committee went 
back to town meeting for permission to 
study new construction as well. 

‘‘We told them we would come back

with a choice,’’ Finn went on, but said that 
the state has once again changed things by 
deciding against funding renovation. 

‘‘We have to tell the town now that we 
are recommending the new building 
because it’s the cheapest, would provide 
the best quality education and would last 
the longest,’’ he said. 

Recognizing that some people are con- 
cerned about the fate of the old East 
building, however, he suggested they ask 
the town if it want to save it. 

Newly elected committeeman John 
Eaton asked what would happen if they 
came back to the town with bids for the 
new project, only to be turned down. 

Mrs. Viehmann said they’d then return 
to the voters and ask for $3 to $4 million to 
repair the present East. However, Finn 
noted that the voters at two town meetings 
had given them the go-ahead by a two- 
thirds vote, and Kolaski added that last 
spring, an amendment by former School 
Chairman Frank Griggs to simply repair 
East, was soundly defeated. 

Eaton was the lone ‘‘no’’ vote to recom- 
mend withdrawal of the questions from 
Article 15, and he abstained on the vote to 
support the new East, modifications at 
West and auditorium and modifications at 
the high school. 

Population projects had been done three 
years ago by former chairman David 
Ahouse and Griggs, and two years ago by 
Joe Bagglio for the Declining Enrollment 
Committee. While their figures varied 
slightly, they all have turned out to be 
about 200 pupils too high. 


Ahouse said Tuesday night that the 
elementary enrollments continue to head 
downward, and won’t plateau out until 
about 1985-86. He predicted they’ll be 
below the equalized capacity of 2900 
pupils, and said there’s nothing now to in- 
dicate that trend will change. 

He said they are definitely ‘‘through the 
hump”’ at the junior high level, and expect 
a plateau at 1400, then a downward trend 
again. By 1985-86, he said, they should be 
going below 1200 pupils. 

He said the high school should be headed 
down through the present design capacity 
of 1500 by 1984, and should be down around 
1200 by 1986-87. 

Town Manager Jared Clark asked if 200 
— some housing starts a year aren’t hav- 
ing some impact, and Ahouse said that 
three years ago they felt 150 new housing 
starts were needed each year just to hold 
the population. Now, he said, with 200 it 
probably won’t hold. 

Bagglio said the Cohort Survivalmethod 
he had used to arrive at his population 
figures took into account 150 new housing 
starts a year. 

Speaking from the audience Tuesday 
night, Frank Drozdick said he felt more 
time was necessary to consider the change 
in plans, and Don Mulvey of the East Jr. 
High Reuse Committee said he thought it 
was ‘‘very important’”’ that the town gets 
to vote on where to put a new East junior 
high. 

Ken Gropper of the building committee 
said that all of the public input they 
received from meeting with PTO’s and 
holding an open meeting, was 

‘‘overwhelmingly’’ in favor of the down- 
town East site for a new school. 


Mrs. Viehmann’s Plan I called for 
repairs at East (internal changes, a new 
media center, two elevators for han- 
dicapped, major electrical, boiler, window 
and roof repairs) plus internal renovations 
at West and an auditorium and minor 
renovations at the high school, for a total 
cost of $9 million, Total cost to the town 
would be $6.5 million, because the state 
would not help out on the East portion. 

Mrs. Viehmann’s. Plan III, which called 
for alandoning East, internal renovations 
to make West useable for all seventh and 
eighth grades, and improvements at the 
high school to make it a four-year school, 
met with nc support. Total cost would be 
$9.5 million, with the town’s share at $4.8 
million.

While the town could continue to use 
assistance which he could provide, 
budgetary constraints prohibit it and 
Sheldon was provided with as much ad- 
vance knowledge of the change as possible 
to permit him to make decisions, Clark 
said. 

Torrisi attended Monday’s meeting of 
the selectmen, who confirmed Clark’s ap- 
pointment of him to the new position. 

Torrisi, 28, is now a budget assistant in 
Worcester, a position he has held since 
1975. His new post in Andover will call on 
him to coordinate the towns fiscal matters 
and to set up a new budget system which 
can use the new town computer to run the 
town’s financial dealings more efficiently.
